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1) ...we can draw out of this text guidelines for living such a 
valiant Christian life that the Holy Spirit can speak 
conviction into the lives of lost souls around us. Notice 
the first guideline: 

2) ...who sounded as if they were preaching just the other 
day. Why? There was a consistency in what they were 
saying! When Herod heard of Jesus and his consistency 
with John, he should have thought John was back from 
the dead. This is a consistency that we should all strive 
for. 
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3) Mark 1:4 John did baptize in the wilderness, and preach 
the baptism of repentance for the remission of sins. 


4) ...is the word of God. We all come in here three times a 
week to be tuned to it so that when we go out into the 
world and make a consistent sound for the kingdom of 
God. The problem with much of Christianity today is that 
our message is so out of tune with one another. Randy 
Bane and tent ropes: Tie it where it's been tied. Not 
tighter or looser. Consistent! 
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5) Matthew 16:24 ...If any man will come after me, let him 
deny himself, and take up his cross, and follow me. 
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1) ...Christian life. It will cost you some friends, some status, 
some luxuries. But our lives are not our own any more. 
They have been purchased by Christ and we are not 
compelled by such sacrifice to yield up our pleasures and 
temporal satisfactions and deny ourselves and follow 
him. 
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2) ...ought to be willing to die for that message. Would you 
put your life one the line for your message? 
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1) He lived and operated both in iiis private life, his personal 
life, and his political career on the basest of all levels. 


2) ...mean they vt/ill be dragged in to the kingdom of God. 


3) Latimer - Be of good comfort, Master Ridley, and play the 
man; we shall this day light such a candle, by God's grace, 
in England, as I trust shall never be put out.
